Two of three British mer- 
chant seamen accused of 
stabbing unemployed welder 
Philip Walter Morgan, 33, 
27, were ac- 
quitted in city police court 
today. 

The third man, John Huart- 
son, -18, Fleetwood, Lancs., who 
pleaded guilty to the charge last 
week, was remanded today to 
next Tuesday to permit comple- 
tion of a probation report. 

Found not guilty by Magis- 
trate H. C. Hall were John 
Foulks, 23, Colwyn Bay, North 
Wales, and Brian Smith, 18, 
Liverpool. 

All were seamen aboard the 
freighter Baron Inchcape, which 
docked here March 26 and sailed 
a few days later for Trinidad, 
|Foulks and Smith likely will be 
returned to England. 

The magistrate said he was 
satisfied ‘the two were endeav- 
oririg to restrain ‘Morgan from 
assaulting Wayne Gilbert Ques- 
Inelle, 48114 Head, who had been 
out for a drive with Morgan’s 
common-law wife, Shelby Gal- 
ley, the night of the offence. 

“You and each of you were 
endeavoring to restrain him 
(Morgan) from doing so. I am 
satisfied that is what you did
